A Farm Ice House That Saves 
Ice and W ork t 


In the ordinary farm ice house, the ice 
m ust he (covered with fctraw or saw dust 
to insulate it ag i inst Leat. 
However, 
this protective covering must lie ino- 
h -md every day cr two during sum m er 
when ice is taken out, to nay nothing of 
the work of carrying the ice to the 
kitchen and the usual ion-box troubles 
These I,! ecu an- cr* overcome by pro­ 
viding a com bination ice bouse and re- 


frijcritor, as shorn in the illustration. 
Tile ice house, in this case, is built right 
against the outside kitchen wall and is 
as deep as the basement. T'ho roof ex­ 
tends above the ground just enough to 
permit one to put the ice in or take it 
out, a small door be ug provided foi 
this purpose. The bottom of the ice pit 
I* covered with a layer of gravel, and a 
drain is provided to carry off the wa­ 
ter. a screen being fitted over tho drain 
to prevent any gravel from getting in. A 
floor is built on the same level as the 
kitchen floor, and if desired a 'mall door 
may be provided in the wall to permit 
entrance from the kitchen. A trapdoor 
is, of course, provided in the floor and 
id kept closed to keep the warm air from 
getting into the pit. A layer of heavy 
tar paper over this floor cover* all the 
cracks and furnishes additional insula­ 
tion. The refrigerator is simply an or­ 
dinary dumbwaiter which can be low­ 
ered into the ice pit. This open* into 
the kitchen and the lift is raised by 
means of a crank or counterweight. Th# 
usual dumb-waiter construction is used. 
This method provides a lower tempera­ 
ture for the food than can be obtained
